That*s bow I happened to be In 
the Marine brlg at Da rang durlrtg 
the rlot tbero, A special coun-mar^ 
lial gave me four ‘morthsbard labor. 
That was on July 9, J96&* 

Conditions were rotten In the 
Danang brig, They took us out on 
worklfig part les In groups of 10 
men each and we had to etring 
barbed wlre in the sun, It muat 
have been 125 degreea, One day 
when wfi were out working they re- 
fused to give un a real meal in The 
mese hall even though we were 
working right rext to lt, Jnstead 
they threw us, sotne C ratlcms. 

We quit worlc. We went on 
Strike and went and sat In tbc 
öhade under a truck, 

When sIk of the ten of uê 
continueti to refuse to werk, they 
took us back to the hrlg and put us 


In eegregatlon (solttaryj for 5 days* 
They sald they were charging us 
witli ''muilny*' buc they never pres- 
sed the charge. 

About half the prlsoners m tbe 
brlg were black and one nlght the 
watcher (guardl made some remark 
aboUT e llght being out and lt*s 
being dark and added some racist 
crack about tbe black guys. Word 
of thls got around fast among the 
black guys. They were angry, 

Every ao uften when we were 
sore about somcthlng we*d have a 
"hoorah" — that iSj after Ilghts 
out we*d start banging our tin cups 
on our bunks. It's contaglous* A 
few guys Btart It and then moro 
and more plek it up untll practically 
every body le doing it. There were 
about 300 guys in the brig at this 
time. It makes a heil of a racket. 


Thls night It dldn't stop at that. 
We went right out to tbe fencè, We 
had a buefcet. We alJ plssed in lt 
and when the sergeant of the guard 
ca me aiong we iet hlm have the 
whole bucketful. 

Then guys goi iwo by foura 
and enapped off tbe chains that held 
the gates bet ween the eectJone of 
the brig, Every body wenc. We took 
over the wbole et oc kade. 

They rlnged tbc place wit h Mar - 
lnea with ahotgiiins and doga p buithat 
nigbt we had contrei of everythlng 
inside, We suppJied ourselvea wlfh 
food from the mess hall and we held 
the place from Friday* August 19, 
to Sur day afternoon, 

Durlng rbe time we were in con- 
trol we took good care of the seg- 
regatlon cell biocke where they put 
you for püirfshment; we burned the 
whole place down. 

We knew who the informers 
a mong ua were* Guys took care of 
them too. 

On Sunday afternoon they 
stormed the place wmh Toar gas, 
They took II men who they aaid were 
the leaders and imprieoned ibem in 
the dog kennels — wich the snakes, 
fJeas, IJice^ and the rain for two 
weeks, Four of these men were 
finalljf charged. Of the four, three 

of them were black. The other 
elght were shipped tothe Fhllipplrea 
and Oklnawa and elsewbere to cledr 
them out of tbe brig. 

Four or five weeks later 1 was 
charged with illegaJ entry into the 
hospita! dlspenaary sectlon of the 
brlg. Bui tbe charge was never 
preseed. 

After che riot, the food lm pro ved 

m iuJ itjey (JU( 

personnel to improve running the 
place. Bui there was another change 
harder to pinpolnt hut more Import¬ 
ant, 

The leaders af tbe rebel Uon 
were tbe black guys, After we bad 
taken over the brlg they began to 
hold court on white guys who bad 
sbown riclsm and I goi worrled 
about the sltuation. Moet of the 
black guys were frlende of mine 
but you cöüldn'i talk to them then. 

lt looked as if lt mlght turn 
out bad, 

But It didn't work out that way, 

Instead, after Lt was over there 
was a new and deeper sense of unlty 
and comradeeMp amemg che guys, 
black and white, 

There was also a new feellng 
of strength, w e *d taken over the 
brlg, Sure F they had overpowpred 
us thls time, 

Bue who knows what might 
happen neit time?
